gave the following 


reasons for his action: 
"My objections to this bill are that 


the subject matter contained restrict- 
ing the sale of liquors In certain lo 
calltleii cannot be considered In any 
sense other than special In character. 
Our s.tate law empowers the county 
officials to Issue a license to any per- 
son applying to do business In any 
part of the state, provided that such 
business Is carried on In a decent and 
orderly manner, Including retail.and 
wholesale goods, wares and merchan- 
dise of every kind and character. This 
act restricts the sale of liquor, etc., 
within live miles of any public works. 
No one can do business In the line In- 
dicated without getting licenses from 
the state and federal governments, and 
If. the revenue officers or the govern- 
ment should be empowered to refuse 


Ing the governor's action. A few are 
given herewith:

HE JOURNAL is not in possession of the message 


which accompanied the veto of the bill drawn for 


the purpose of putting an end to the hell holes along tho 
government canal, but from members who fought the 
measure while it was in the assembly and who are now ap- 
plauding the governor for his stand on the question, It is 
learned that the objection was based on the scope of the 
bill, which Included in Its provisions the application to all 
railroad construction and works of a public nature .where 
large numbers of men are employed. It was held by some 
—a minority—that the bill was not the same as framed 
by the federal government, but was so amended as to make 
UM enactment into statute an encroachment on the rights 
of private corporations. 


This argument Is peurile in the extreme and it is to 


be hoped that Governor Sparks can find a more plausible 
reason than this for withholding his official sanction. 


The public certainly has the same right to enact res- 


trictive laws designed to suppress lawlessness and vice 
that it has to prescribe sanitary measures for the health 
of a community, and In vetoing this" bill Governor Sparks 
has In effect taken the stand that the general public has 
no power nor right to protect Itself against an invasion 
of the criminal element so long as a private or public cor- 
poration is engaged in work of any magnitude. No one 
will have the hardihood to contend that the presence of 
this element is any other than a hindrance to the work. 


Time and again The Journal has published intervelws 


with the contractors on the government Irrigation work 
and In every case these gentlemen have deplored the con- 
ditions which existed at the camps, while regretting their 
inability to cope with the evil under existing laws. The 
law which passed both branches of the legislature by 
practically a unanimous vote only to be rejected by a mis- 
guided Chief Executive, was a comprehensive measure and 
such a law Is needed. It will not do for the governor «o 
point out minor defects or where it might operate harsh- 
ly In suppositions cns«-s. The class of thugs and camp fol- 
lowers whom It would affect are scarcely entitled to a mo- 
ment's consideration. 
For the moat part they are al- 


ready without the pule of the law and as a disreputable 
minority at best should meet with short shrift when asking 
for a protection under the law which it is their vocation 
in life to defy. 


The Journal is not a temperance organ, and In taking 


this stand Is not discussing or*denouncing the liquor traf- 
fic. This is a matter in which all reputable saloon men and 
temperance men will think alike. It is not a slap at th« 
former nor a concession to the latter. It is a matter which 
affects every citizen who detests vice and crime and re- 
sents the opproblum which has been cast upon the state 
by the deeds of violence in our midst and which culmin- 
ated in a lynching at Hazen but a few days since. 


The Jouranl warns Governor Sparks that there Is Im- 


minent danger of a repetition of that affair should the 
citizens of Churchill county again be exasperated beyond 
accentuates by contrast how bad the session was as a 
be censured for the act when a measure designed* espec- 
ially to protect them is vetoed by the governor of the 
state. 


It is the lock as well as the non-enforcement of laws 


which causes lynchlngs and it should be the duty and 
pleasure of the governor of a state to see that the people 
are protected both against the vicious element and tholr 
own rashness.

AN INCOMPETENT AND VICIOUS LEGISLATURE

HE present legislature, which thank God will soon 


pass Into history, will be remembered chiefly for its 


vlctousness. Perhaps never In the history of the state has 
there assembled In the capitol a body of men with a 
larger capacity for doing nothing but what was to the det- 
riment of the state.

What a pity that neither branch of 
the legislature contained a man strong enough to arise 
In his seat and drive the whole lot from the corridors ot 
the capitol building, even as Christ scourged the money 
changers from* the temple. The state has been turned over 
to the gamblers to ply tl\elr calling without let or hind- 
rance and the only discussion was occasioned by the ques- 
tion as to whether it was to be confined to upper floors or 
on both. Only one voice was raised, and that a Democrat,
